One positive thing can be said about the 
governmtnffi futile ettorlfl to settle the oil 
Industry wage disputes: Nobody was aatla- 
iJed wJth the rrsulls. 

No one ooncemed Is very keen about gov- 
omment seizure ot plants In peacetime. And 
the majority of Industrial and labor leaders, 
along with Labor Secretary Schwellenbach, 
dislikes compulsory arbitration. Yet It was on 
tho arbitration question that the oil settle- 
ment was hung up. And It aeems possible 
that, willy nlUy, arbitration will have to bo 
tho eventual remedy for our present economic 
Uls. 

For the oil strike la only one example of tho 
basic problem: Will a 30 per cent wage In- 
crease throughout a variety of Industries 
'raise prices further and Increase the throat 
of Inflation? 

Tho UAW bases Its demand for a 30 per 
cent Increase on the claim that the automo- 
bile Industry can concentrate for a long time 
on one model In IllllnB tho unprecedented 
demand for new cars and, by avoiding 
charigeovera, operate ao much more econom- 
ically that the pay rise could be absorbed. 

The auto Industry, not surprlalnBly, ^ayr, 
this isn't ao. But let U3 assume that the 
UAWs claims, Inctji and figures aro right. 
What then? Does that mean that tho same 
conditions will hold good In oil and coal and 
other Industries, and that workers In those 
rielda can get an extra 30 per cent In the pay 
envelope without Increasing living costs for 
themBelves and other consumora? 

The present administration's policy calls 
Tor a general Increase in wages within n limit 
that will not force prices up. The policy seems 
eminently Just, But it la Illogical to assume 
that on arbitrary 30 per cent Is the answer In 
every coeo. 

Somehow the right answers have got to 
be found. And if manaacment and labor don't 
show more of a disposition toward willing 
cooperation, fairness and mutual truat In the 
future than they are showing now, enforce- 
able third-party decisions seem Inevitable.

The Equitable Lite As.surunco socloly has 
matched the government's ante with a plan 
to waive interest for a year on 52,000 of prin- 
cipal on home or farm real estate. In addi- 
tion, it will do as much for its present homo 
and farm borrowers who served BO days or 
more in the armed forces during the war. 

Thus, with the present grant under the "GI 
bill of rights," the veteran who intends to 
take up farming can have an interest-free 
loan ot S4,000 for one year. 

This looks like a piece of level-headed 
philanthropy which might well be emulated 
by other firms which aro In a position to do 
so. The first year is likely to be a tough one 
lor many aelf-employcd veterans. For those 
who aro Just making a start in farming, It 
may be even tougher. 

Anything that helps these men over the 
first hurdle will not only bo a deserved kind- 
ness, but should have a noticeably healthy 
effect on tho national economy.
